STATE NORMAL 'SCHOOL. 


Snpt. Dover's Tribute to tbe State 


Normal School. 


In his biennial report Sopt. of Public 


Instrnction Dovey says ol the State 
Normal School: 


Section S, Article IX, ol the Constitu- 


tion oi Nevada empowers the Legisla- 
ture to establish Normal Schools, and 
(inch other schools from th* primary 
grade ta the University, as, in their dis- 
cretion, they may deem necessary, yet 
nearly twenty-three years elapsed before 
nny legal proviHion was made to comply 
with the requirements of the Conatitu 
tion in reference to Normal Schools. 
The Thirteenth Session ot tbe Legist* 
tare passed an Act entitled: "An Act 
Relating to tbe State University and 
Matters Properly 
Connected There- 


with," approved February 7, 1887, 
which provides that there shall be es- 
tablished ia the State University a 
school for the instruction of teachers, at 
which shall be taught all the branches 
of instruction which are taught in the 
common schools of this State. Tbe Act 
authorized the Repots of the Univer- 
sity "to appoint a President of the Uni- 
versity, who shall have a diploma from 
some recognized college of learning of 
good standing, or [from] some State 
Normal School, who has had at least 
five yeais of practical eiperience os an 
inatrnctor; who is familiar with the 
modern methods of imparting instrnc 
lion, generally approved in the United 
States," and "to require the President, 
under tbe direction of tbe Doard, to es- 
tablish and maintain training or model 
school", and require tbe pupils of the 
University to teach and instruct classes 
therein," thus, by this Act, eppecial 
prominence is given to tbe Normal 
School Department ol tbe University. 


In obediencb to this rcquirf-menr, the 


Regents appointed Hon. Leltoy D. 
Brown, 
••[•Commissioner of Common 


School.-, i. Ohio, who produced abun- 
dknt evidence of bis legal qualifications 
for tbe position. Immediately npon the 
opening of tbe Fall term, President 
Brown assumed person*! charge of that 
department and organized a class in 
pedagogy. 


From the beginning this class has 


oeen conspicuous for its nnmberti, talent 
and progress. Tbe rapidly increasing 
enr> llment ol tbe t-ttxients rendered it 
impossible for Mr. Brown, with bis 


>ny other duties, to carry on tbe 


training school as required by law. 
Tbe Board of Regents sought for, and 
were exceeding fortunate ia procuring 
the services of tbe ttl«nted and able 
normal teacher, MiesKata N.T. Topper, 
who was placed iti charge of the training 
school at the commencement of the Full 
term in 1888. 
A large roam in the Uni- 


versity was beautifully fitted up and 
provided with alt tbe furniture and ap- 
paratus neceisary in a first-class model 
school room. Twenty-lire children of 
Rtno of proper age were admitted as 
members of tbe mods! class and twenty- 
seven young ladies enrolled as members 
of the training class, to which additions 
lave since been made. The normal 
class has exhibited great zaal and en- 
.hnsiaim in its work. Considering all 
tbe circumstances it would be difficult 
to find a similar institution that has re- 
ceived such prompt and hearty support 
»nd patronage. Miss Topper's sucoeis 
exceeds expectation, and she has proven 
herself a matter spirit iu tbe art and 
science of instruction, and has already 
shown that her reputation rests upon 
merit. Tons to the hoaor of the Legis- 
lature atd to tbe honor of tha State, is 
firmly establmhed the State Normal 
School oi Nevada. Its futire M des- 
tined to be bright and of inestimable 
value in promoting the cause of new ed- 
ucation in our midst. In behalf of tbe 
Nevada State Normal School, so long 
needed, yet so long deferred, we invoke 
the fostering care of the Legislature, 
the hearty support and patronage of 
tne public, a*d confidently hope that iU 
graduates will receive a cordial welcome 
and ready employment at the hands ot 
the school boards of the State,
